A. Big Lo^d of Wood. 

The llev. Dr. Wellington waa the old 
Templeton minister from early iu the 
eighteen hundretls, and Col. Leonoiil 
Stone was one of liis parisliiouers. It 
waa the custom to aupplemont the min- 
iflter'a moderate salary with presents 
from the products of the farms, imd 
especially with wood. Now Col. Leon 
ard, one day in January, 1822, ^^•ad draw- 
ing to the parsonage some of his nice 
hardwood. It was a good oi-load— two 
cords or oo. As ho was going across the 
common with it his brother, Ctu. Ephraim, 
caught sight of him from the store, and 
waa surprised at such a gi'eat load. 

" Hello 1" says he, "why don't you 
take your minister a load of wood whiles 
you're about it?" 

"Now, look here," says Col. Leonard, 
"I've been sawing out lumber down't 
the mill, aud there's any quantity of 
slabs. I'll give the minister as big a 
load as you can take !" 

Col. lOphraim was a man for fun. He 
mstigiited the townspeople to takii hold 
with him and accept las brother's chal- 
lenge. First, they made the sled. Long 
tiees were cut for the ruuuers. These 
were made thirty-odd feet long and set 
eight feet apart. The body of the sled 
projected two feet over tKe runner on 
each side. Thus the sled would hold 
twelve rogularcords at one layer. There 
were two tougncs, one in front of each 
ruuner. 

On the appointed day the men luid 
the o.'ceu trom nil over town cniiie Id llie 
meeting place. The sled was taken to 
the Baw-miLl and hacked up against the 
great pile. On went tlie slabs with a 
will. Col. Leonard stootl by, laughing, 
cheering, urgiug them along. When 
they had got on us much as tliey thont,dit 
would do, thoy hitched up the team. 
One hundred imd wixty oxen, four 
abreiust, found it easy enough to pull. 
Thoy had to go around through Bald- 
winville, because there was not riH)m at 
the Otter river bridge for the sleil to 
turn in. When they had ^ot outo tlie 
level ground above BaldwinvUle, they 
stopped and unhitched. Then with then 
every-day sleiLs ihey went back to the 
mill to bring more slabs and pile them 
on the big loud. This they kept up till 
there were no more slabs. Porty cords 
lay piled up ou that sled. Axid the 
evening and the morning were the first 
day. 

The next morning came the rest of 
the journey "np in town." The school 
children were let out to see the great 
sight go by. One of them, to whose 
home it was going, says it looked as big 
as o house. It lay unloaded for quite a 
while out by the parsonage, and people 
come from uear and from far to see. It 
kept Mr. WelUngton in slabs for years 
to como. 

When the great sled was taken to 
pieces, some of the timbers wore used in 
building Mr, Winch's bam, and may be 
seen there in the framework until this 
day. — Boston Advertiser.

THE AMERICAN SYNDICATE AND

The matter which we mentioned as a

A propo.-^ition has been, or 
Boon wiil lie, tjuide to ilie local govern- 
■m»>ut which, if eiiUM-taiiied, will affect 
the title to all the uuoccupied local and 
mineral lands of the Island. Ihe pro 
position eiiiinates from an American 
Syndicate. The consideration proposed 
to be given by the Syndicate is the 
'[ construction of a line of railway from 

■ Esquinmit to Naaaiiuo. This line will 
cost a buoi not exceeding 000,000, 
and in return for the line the Syudicatn 
will secure coal and mineral lands the 
valae of which can scarcely be calcu- 
lated. We siiould have preferred to 
81 e the lands remain in Dominion or 
Canadian Pacific railway hands; 
but it would really seem to 
the interest of the country that 
a strong American company should 
hold the coal measures, inasmuch us it 
is composed of men of great political 
influence whose Grst step would bo to 

■ secure reciprocal coal relations with ths 
United States. Keciprocity in coal is 
one of the things necessary to insure an 
era of sreat prospei uy for this city and 
island. In a few days we hope to be 

,. placed in possession of more definite in- 
formation upon the important subject.

A new school was started among ihe 
Chilcata by Jlrs. Sarah Dickinson, a na- 
tive of tbeTong.-\s tribe. .She was eiliical- 
ed at Fort Wrangel. This school is alrea- 
dy well establisluul, bul it is also sufTer- 
iiig for tlio want of Ihe commonest facili- 
ties. There are throe schools at Fort 
Wrangel, one of which is the girla' indus- 
trial school, designed to fit the piqiils for 
teachers and for doiiiestic life. 

Rev. S. II. 'i'liung has visited every 
tribe and village ami almost every lisliing 
camp in that region, taking the census of 
each point, noting its location and natural 
advantages, conferring with the chiefs and 
preaching the gosjiel to the [leople, and 
reporting all the facts to the board of 
missions. 

He has made I n o visits to the Flinket 
tribes north and west of Sitka. On the 
last uccasion by repeated conferences with 
the head men of the four towns of the 
Uhilcats a site for a new town was chosen 
very oligiblo .is a port and surrounded by 
fanning land. Here tho Northwest Trad- 
ing Oonipany has established a post. 

Last year Messrs. Young and Lyons cir- 
Luninnvigated tho I'rinco of Wales group 
of islaiid.s. They took tho census of all 
the tribes in that region, examined tho 
most eligible points for schools and mis- 
siiniH, selecting one whiah ombraeod a 
good water power surrounded liy valuable 
limber, a good anchorage and ground cap- 
able of cultivation. The natives were de- 
lightftd by the prospects and iiromised to 
remove to the new site. Fli-ro also the 
Northwest Trading Co. will establl.sh a 
post.
